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Taking the Blame 


OLLOWING The Scribe’s recent musings about the 
F effect of purchase tax on quality and soundness in 
production cars (in our issue of 18 September), a 
reader promptly sent us a list of various minor troubles he 
had experienced with his own new car. While arousing our 
sympathy with his misfortunes, this letter provided a good 
example of just how much a car’s reputation depends on the 
correct functioning of every single one of its parts. 

No motor manufacturer in this country, nor indeed in the 
world, is self-contained, and every car produced relies to 
a large extent on the incorporation of very many parts and 
materials that are made by other firms. Naturally this 
is no concern of the car buyer, nor should it be, but failures 
count against the car’s good name. Always it is the car 
itself which is blamed, whether the trouble be in a cable 
breakage, a faulty switch, an inaccurate gauge or in one of 
the host of other parts not produced in the car factory 
itself. 

Component manufacturers, of course, are well aware of 
their responsibilities. Sometimes, owing to design restric- 
tion or faults on the assembly line, the parts they supply are 
not used or fitted to the car in a way that gives them the best 
chance of working at their fullest efficiency, but more often, 
it would seem, price is a limiting factor. 

Manufacturers would be only too glad to fit the highest 
possible quality of components, if they could still keep the 
final price of their cars competitive in world markets. Com- 
ponents makers would be equally delighted to supply better 
parts, better finished, if the car makers would pay a little 
more for them. 

It is the car manufacturers, therefore, who must take the 
final decision on the components and accessories they fit, 
although they may disclaim some of the responsibility in 
their guarantees. If, therefore, a car’s reputation suffers 
because some minor fitting specified is not up to its job, 
the blame must go to them and not the component maker, 
although this may operate unfairly in some cases. 
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Perhaps car makers have educated motorists to expect too 
much for their money. No one who buys a 25s watch 
expects it to go as well as a £25 one, nor a £10 suit to fit 
as well as a £50 one, Yet the buyer of a low-priced car 
usually expects everything to work perfectly from the start 
and to continue doing so indefinitely, and if his chrome is 
worse than that on his neighbour’s £1,500 car two years 
later, he is not only surprised but enraged. Naturally, 
cheaper cars, as a rule, incorporate cheaper components— 
otherwise they would not be cheaper cars—presenting 
several more chances to blame the car if anything fails. 

All this brings us back to purchase tax. Without this, 
British car prices at home would be considered low in com- 
parison with many other products today, and a small in- 
crease on basic price no doubt would be paid willingly for 
higher quality in final finish and inspection, and in acces- 
sories and components. Britain’s reputation for good cars 
stands high, and it is a pity when considerations of cost in 
small details sometimes detract from this. 
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to nose, circle indefinitely, unquestioning, uncompre- 

hending. Life without argument might not be quite 
as dully unprogressive, but it is spoiling the fun, and even 
impolitic, to play down dispute between rival enthusiasts 
for new and old cars. One may wish them a sense of pro- 
portion (very difficult); one would prefer that each side 
should have driven the cars of the other (unlikely). Never- 
theless, such argument can stimulate the technical progress 
necessary if tomorrow’s cars are to be better still. 

Trade and industry do not really prefer mechanical morons 
for customers. There is already too much work for too few 
garages, and with the factories straining to increase still more 
their share in a competitive though car-hungry world, an in- 
terested and knowledgeable home market can only be beneficial 
to the industry as a whole. 

My own opinion is that nearly all old cars are run because 
the owners cannot afford new—I exclude brass polishers, for 
when you go that far back it is liable to be expensive—yet how 
many old cars can really earn their keep in constant use, com- 
petitive overall performance and running cost? The object of 
this little exercise is to take possibly the most competitive 
oldster, apply this yardstick, then judge how it fares against 
a modern equivalent. 

I’ve stuck my neck out and chosen a Riley 1}-litre Kestrel 
Sprite of 1936-1937, and perhaps it is necessary to explain 
why other Riley engines just won’t do. 

First the “Nine.” In various degrees of tune it goes from 
25 to 70 b.h.p., the last figure covering the Brooklands Specials 
produced by wizards like Dixon and Ashby, and so hardly rele- 
vant. On first appearance in the mid-twenties the valves, in- 
clined overhead in hemispherical chambers though worked by 
pushrods and rockers, made exciting stuff. Parry Thomas took 
it up, then Reid Railton, and the outcome—the Brooklands 
Riley—was a winner. 

However, this model, when sold to the public, did less than 
80 m.p.h., the beautiful Imp as little as 70, and the family 
saloon rather less. Of course, the engine is highly tuneable, 
but larger crank and ports, lighter flywheel and the like give 
only 6 or 7 m.p.h. more, which hardly seems worth the trouble. 
A real increase in performance would be exceedingly expensive, 
with probable loss of reliability. The two-bearing crank is the 
real limiting factor—apart from one’s pocket. Usually the 
sports versions retain their excellent handling, but against many

modern family saloons poor performance, incongruously allied 
to an extremely fast appearance, can prove rather embarrassing. 

Now for the sixes; despite the white Riley, despite Peter 
Berthon and Freddie Dixon, who each got so much from the 
sixes, these engines were not so hot on the road. In general 
they were thirsty, some have suspect features like the water- 
cooled centre main bearing, and their performance is usually 
inferior to that of a good four, without being noticeably 
smoother. Spares are a problem. 

There were also two vee-8s, one basically a pair of 14-litres 
sharing a common crankcase, the other two “nines.” They 
powered little-known white elephants—the Autovia, of which 
the nicest thing to say is that the doors still close beautifully, 
and the “ 8-90 ”—both fast, but thirsty and troublesome. Next 
came the larger fours, Big Four and Blue Streak—very good 
engines, similarly fast, not too thirsty but usually mated to a 
three-speed gear box and overdrive—somehow, not real Riley. 
And once more a poor spares situation. 

So to the 14-litre—again the hemispherical chambers, straight- 
through, pushrod-operated valves, but unlike the Nine, a really 
rigid three-bearing crankshaft. This engine gave Mike Haw- 
thorn his early victories against modern opposition. It comes in 
various stages of tune, the Kestrel Sprite six-light saloon being 
the best-known version. 

Road tests gave a maximum of 79 m.p.h. It possessed 3 
useful ability to go from 30 to 50 in third in around 8sec; 0 to 50 
very nearly as quickly as the moderns; 0 to 30 not much slower. 
However, it must be admitted that few old Kestrels will give 
these figures now. 

Next to brakes and steering, especially important when buy- 
ing old, not simply because of oncoming tests but for one’s 
own peace of mind. Here Riley is good. The worm and 
segment steering, though high geared and positive in the vintage 
manner, has a very unvintage lightness, proving that Rileys 
knew something about steering geometry. It is rare to find 
excessive play after 20 years; the column is adjustable for rake. 

The Girling mechanical rod-operated brakes are fully com- 
pensated, i.e., by virtue of their design the parallelogram of 
forces is such that they will produce identical force at each 
pair of brake shoes. More simply, imagine yourself jammed 
between two walls, pushing forwards with the arms, backwards 
with the buttocks, the pressure—say 50lb—would be the same 
in each direction. Any tendency for these brakes to pull to one 
side can be due only to the intrusion of foreign matter. It is 
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Classic lines 





usually oil—intrudes! 





surprising how frequently foreign matter 

For suspension, most Kestrels have cart springs working with 
hydraulic, vane-type shock absorbers. Low centre of gravity 
plus good weight distribution help a great deal with the road 
holding, but it is significant that a switch to telescopics, with 
low-pressure tyres on 16in rims, is a popular conversion. 

Gear change is by preselector, a mechanism that remains 
something of a mystery to many, but to ex-cyclists who eve! 
looked inside three-speed hubs it should not be difficult. As 
I remember, there was an annulus, i.e., ring gear with teeth on 
the inside, connected to the central sun wheel by interposed 
planetary wheels, the gear ratio being obtained by taking the 
drive either by sun wheel, planetary wheels, or the whole 
collection locked in one mass. The preselector box is basically 
a multiplied form of this three-speed hub, plus, of course, 
suitable actuating mechanism. 

Curiously, some people think this box is not particularly 
reliable or durable, but up to 20 years with no more than the 
occasionable adjustment by the owner is not out of the way. 
The real fault is noise—most have a certain amount of whine, 
plus tummy rumbles. But at traffic lights one feels pleasantly 
smug sitting with first gear engaged and second selected—if the 
box is in good order the car will not creep until the accelerator 
is depressed, so in effect one is two gears up on the adjacent 
modern still in neutral. However, moderns will reach 30 first! 

As to the appearance of the Kestrel Sprite, its lines flow, 
without being jelly-baby; proportions are well balanced, and the 
general effect is sporting without ostentation. It seats four in 
comfort, and the driving position is hard to better. One can 
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criticize; some I}s have the dipstick on the side opposite to 
the oil filler which, in conjunction with a centre-hinged bonnet. 
seems odd. There is far too much unsprung weight, due mainly 
to huge brake drums and a hefty rear axle. Timing gears are 
usually noisy. Lag tappets to absorb backlash are fitted on 
some 15s, but not the Sprite version, as they also absorb power 

Generally speaking, the engine leaks oil from the rocker- 
boxes, so messing about around an old Riley engine really js 
messy; perhaps leakage accounts for the fact that oil pressur< 
is never that given in the instruction book—40-50 Ib sq in at 
40 m.p.h. But not to worry; you can motor for years and never 
show better than 20 Ib hot! 

Bodily, deterioration is certain after 22 years. There will be 
the odd crack and warpage in the aluminium, and possibly some 
rotten wood beneath, whilst rust will have attacked the steel 
mudguards, The opening windscreen is fine on hot days, but 
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a rigid one would have meant less scuttle float and fewer leaks 
and cracks in the pillars. The sun roof and acutely sloped rear 
window may very well leak also. The automatic lubrication 
never works in toto, and recourse to the humble grease nipple 
here and there will be necessary. However, there should be 
nothing wrong with the built-in jacks which, with knock-off 
wheels, permit a change in about the time the modern disc 
wheel owner takes to roll up his sleeves! 

As for £.s.d., any Kestrel of 1936-1937 in what 
> ~=sttthee: dealers call “ virtually as new” condition can 
oul fetch as much as £300. Those requiring attention 
go as low as £50. 
& My own experience may be of interest. First 
Riley was a 9 h.p. Lynx as second string to my 
ZA Magnette. It cost £130 and when sold a fort- 
night later fetched £100. It was replaced by a 1936 
1} Lynx costing £180, which rebuilding increased 
to £400. This is a fairly rare car, and I remember 
suddenly encountering an identical model and 
hearing a bellow of “Snap” as the quick-witted 
driver went past. I remember, too, the vendor, 
whom I regarded as a poor salesman since he had 
not even bothered to wash the car. Understanding 
dawned when my hosepipe revealed about ten 
million tar spots soiling the “immaculate cream 
cellulose.” 

Undaunted, I added a 15/6 Adelphi bought for 
£95 due to a combination of “Suez” and 17 
m.p.g. A dealer gave me £105 a year later, and I 
bought a 1937 6-light Kestrel for £145. This car 
had done 7,000 since the previous owner fitted a 
reconditioned engine and gear box: the Lynx, too, 
is in a healthy state, so I look forward to some 
years without major trouble. 

Well, there it is. Can the pre-war Riley 1} com- 
pete against modern i.f.s., light yet rigid construc- 
tion, economy, comfort and capacity? If it comes 
pretty close, remember that this was an exceptional 
car, and watch that judgment is not swayed by in- 
tangibles such as the cachet that goes with the blue 
diamond, or the well-known camaraderie linking 
the Riley clan. 

I retain the opinion that argument and 
enthusiasm are great fun and to the good of motor- 
- ing generally; but “’ware the lunatic fringe,” and 
the sentimentalism that has provoked expensive 
restoration of many cars exceptional only in age 
and rarity. 
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One More Good Injun 


SHEFFIELD owner was fined £3 
for leaving litter, the litter being his 
broken-down old car. He had attempted 
to tow it three miles home, but the tow- 
ing vehicle also broke down on a steep 
hill, and the car was left on a grass verge.

Design Watershed ? 


ISCUSSING his purchase of a 
second-hand car, a friend thought 
he must go the extra cost and get a disc- 
brakes model. He thought that drum- 
brake models would soon depreciate. I 
am not sure about that: it mishr be true 
of the models which combine great size, 
weight’ and speed, or even cars combin- 
ing high speed with light design. 
As to family cars, all the better ones 
seem very happy with drum brakes. 
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Mine weighs over a ton, and there is no 
longer much pedal-travel to spare. But 
brake adjustment will be done for the first 
tume—with the mileage past 10,000. 

Brakes did once cause a sort of water- 
shed in design, in the nineteen-twenties. 
All cars had two-wheel brakes; then four- 
wheel brakes were adopted in such a short 
period, and the value of cars braked on 
two wheels only, and their prestige, 
dropped sharply. Many of the better 
models were converted by their owners, 
using later, braked front axles. 

But if there is a general change from 
drums to discs, I do not think there will 
be another such “ watershed.” 


Test Bang 


RECALL a very marked example of 

the idea—the change, over a very short 
period, of trucks and buses from solid to 
pneumatic tyres. The adoption of pneu- 
matics for big commercial vehicles had 
been much delayed, because people feared 
the dreadful effects of a burst. Our sister- 
journal, Motor Transport, had a big lorry 
fitted with Goodyear pneumatics and ran 
one wheel over a spiked device. The ex- 
plosion injured nobody; the vehicle 
merely acted as though it had three pneu- 
matics and one solid tyre.

plating industry compared with pre-war is that it has for- 

saken the empirical and has been “ automated,” almost 
completely in the great factory-laboratories where big production 
runs of identical items are handled, to a lesser degree in smaller 
concerns which plate smaller batches of a great variety of objects. 
Behind the huge, complex systems of vats through which the 
bumpers and the like are conveyed, are comprehensive systems 
of checks and metering which keep continuous watch upon the 
process. Science and its precision equipment have largely replaced 
the former rule-of-thumb procedure based in the main on experi- 
ence—and trial and error. 

The complexity of plating processes arises largely from the 
fact that, to ensure satisfactory electrical deposition and adhesion, 
the base metal must be chemically clean—much more difficult 
to achieve than most people realize, for the touch of a fingertip 
can ruin the plating. Also the surface finish of the object must 
be of very high quality—indeed, it is axiomatic that the metal 
must be polished before it is chromium-plated. Then, a simple 
deposit of one metal is not enough. In some cases there 1s, 
first of all, a deposit of copper; zinc alloy objects, for example, 
are given a coating of copper to protect the base metal against 
chemical attack in later stages of the process. Next follows 
nickel plating, which provides the protection of the base metal

from corrosion, and finally the intensely hard chromium finish, 
which, in turn, protects and preserves the brightness of the 
nickel. 

Brass is the easiest of the commonly used metals to plate, 
yét it involves 16 stages—polish, degrease, rack, hot soak, cold 
swill, electrolytic clean, cold swill, 10 per cent sulphuric acid 
dip, cold swill, nickel plate, cold swill, chromium plate, cold 
ewill, neutralizing bath, cold swill, hot swill. 

Principal difference between pre-war and current plating is 
in the nickel—formerly dull (Watts) nickel, now bright. Bright 
nickel, which cuts down the number of processes and speeds 
them up, is produced by addition of organic compounds to 
the plating bath. There is evidence—though it does not go un- 
challenged—that nickel plated without the use of such additives 
may be more resistant to corrosion. 

A major disadvantage of dull nickel plating was that it was 
necessary to interrupt the plating process to polish the nickel 
mechanically on buffing machines, then to repeat the stages 
of racking and cleaning before the remaining stages of plating 
could be resumed. It was possible, of course, in the polishing, 
especially in the effort to remove a scratch mark or other small 
surface imperfection, to buff away the nickel layer until it was 
so thin on the high spots as to offer inadequate protection. 

Nowadays the use of a bright nickel deposit cuts out these 
intermediate stages of polishing, racking and cleaning, and does 
not involve mechanical erosion of the nickel itself, the thick-

ness of which is affected only by the difficulty of securing even 
plating on an irregularly shaped object. Here the platers’ tech- 
nique is to arrange his anodes (from which the current flows 
to the object being plated) to the best possible advantage, and 
to continue the current flow until the deepest points are 
adequately plated, though this may involve coating other parts 
more thickly than is necessary for their protection. 

An American process, recently introduced in this country, is 
claimed to combine the advantages of both dull and bright nickel, 
depositing first semi-bright nickel, free from any organic 
brightener, followed by bright nickel. The two parts of the 
process are compatible—that is, the second can foilow the first 
without involving any additional process other than an extra 
plating bath. It is stated also that the semi-bright nickel plate 
has the useful characteristic of tending to fill in small surface 
irregularities of the base metal. 

Chromium plating, while intensely hard, is very thin indeed, 
and as normally used, does not present an unbroken layer of 
protection—rather is it deposited in a fashion similar to the 
scales of a fish. 

The real resistance to corrosion of the base metal is provided 
by the nickel, the chromium “veneer” giving a mirror finish 
with some protection through its hardness and resistance to 
chemical attack. Hence the view in many quarters that some

HEN The Autocar’s plot was hatched to drive one 
of the new Morris Mini-Minors around the Mediter- 
ranean, there was no intention of breaking any 

distance-against-time records; none existed, anyway, so far 
as we knew. Moreover, the current political scene in the 
Middle East is such that one cannot be too sure about 
hopping across all the borders. Nevertheless, it was esti- 
mated that the 8,000-odd miles might be covered without 
undue strain in three to four weeks, and that it would be a 
worth-while test, in conditions of varying severity, for this 
very intriguing newcomer. 

In all major respects the car lent to us by Morris Motors was 
a perfectly standard product. Indeed, the only modifications 
were the addition of a steel sump guard (which, it was appre- 
ciated, would cause a slight rise in oil temperature), the fitting 
of an export-pattern six-bladed radiator fan, and the provision 






















of a second fuel tank to double the car’s range between refills. 
The only extra accessories carried were a fire extinguisher and 
two plastic water carriers. In the boot was a little store of small 
spare parts which would not be available along the route, and a 
set of replacement wheels and tyres was dispatched in advance to 
Beirut, about 3,300 road miles from the starting point.

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Some Carburation Problems 


DETAILS OF SOLEX ECONOSTAT FOR NEW FORD ENGINES 


ESPITE the different approaches 

and styling features in the recent 

batch of new small family cars, 

there has been one noticeable aspect on 

which the respective designers seem to be 

in agreement. Speed and performance has 

not been sacrificed in the sole interest of 

economy. So far as comparisons can be 

made, each of the new models is faster 

than its predecessor and, at the same time, 
more economical. 

This characteristic is particularly notice- 
able in the new Ford Anglia, described in 
last week’s issue, the power unit of which 
is also fitted to the new Prefect announced 
this week. In the last road test under- 
taken on the old 100E series Anglia, the 
overall fuel consumption was 30.1 m.p.g., 
while the new Anglia returned 36.1 m.p.g. 
It might ~be as well, at this juncture, to 
make some comments on the fuel con- 
sumption figures given in our road tests. 
Over the years we have found that figures 
which we achieve are usually not so good 
as those obtained by the majority of our 
readers for a similar car. During our tests 
the cars are driven much harder than they 
would be in the hands of the average 
owner, in order to assess the handling 
under extreme conditions, and many of 
the routes we use to determine hill- 
climbing ability, braking efficiency, and 
numerous other attributes which must be 
analysed, are often very severe. Thus, 
although our figures for fuel consumption 
are invariably on the high side, they are 
still comparative. 

Much work on engines in recent years 
has been confined to the reduction of fuel 
consumption without detracting from the 
efficiency of the unit. Very notable ad- 
vances in this direction have been made as 
a result of improvements in combustion 
chamber design. It is a comparatively easy 
matter to evolve a combustion chamber 


which will be very efficient in respect of 
power output fuel economy at full 
throttle. It is, however, quite another 


matter to evolve one which is efficient at 
full throttle and, of equal importance, part 
throttle, particularly in the matter of fuel 
economy. 

Another difficulty with which the manu- 
facturers of fixed choke carburettors have 
been faced is the wider operating speed 
range of the engines. With the now out- 
dated long stroke engines, the tuning 
range was usually from about 500 
r.p.m. to 3,000-3,500 rpm. On the 
modern over-square units the range is 
much wider, and in the case of the new 
Ford engine, with its ultra-short stroke, 
the mixture has to be set for part and full 
throttle operation up to between 5,000 and 
5,500.r.p.m. 


Changing Needs 


The new Ford 105E engine is a particu- 
larly good example of the problem under 
discussion, for not only is its speed range 
much wider, but the combustion chamber 
is much more efficient, so that it can 
accept a considerably leaner mixture at 
part throttle than did its side valve pre- 
decessor. The range of mixture ratios 
which the carburettor is called upon to 
supply thus is widened. The Solex car- 
burettor fitted to this engine has been 
designed to supply leaner part-throttle 
mixtures by means of a non-mechanical 
,device known as the Econostat. This 
device is primarily intended for use with 
four-cylinder engines, in which the induc- 
tion manifold pulsations have a noticeable 
effect on the output of the carburettor 
spraying systems. The effect of such pul- 
sations is less in the case of a single car- 
burettor six-cylinder engine, or of six- 
cylinder units fed by twin carburettors 
with a fair-sized balance pipe between the 
chokes. 

These manifold pulsations in four- 
cylinder engines have their greatest effect 
on the carburettor at low speed with full 
throttle, and are less at high engine speed 


because the shorter time the inlet valves 
are open results in overlapping of these 
induction pulses. 

During the development of the Econo- 
stat it’ was found that with an engine 
which would burn leaner part-throttle mix- 
tures when using a simple type of carbur- 
ettor (without accelerator pump or 
economy circuit), tuning of the main 
metering system to give correct ratios for 
full throttle high speed conditions made 
the mixture rich at part-throttle and at 
low speed full throttle. By using the 
Econostat device, which is independent of 
manifold depression, it is possible to pro- 
vide, over a chosen speed range, part of the 
main mixture separately from the main 
metering system. The main system may 
thus be adjusted to provide closer match- 
ing of the leaner part-throttle or cruising 
mixture requirements, by reducing the size 
of the main jet. At the same time, this 
reduction in jet size avoids over-richness 
at full throttle low engine speeds. 

Operation of the Econostat is dependent 
upon the air velocity at the waist of the 
choke tube, creating a depression at the 
Econostat outlet with the body which 
carries the emulsion tube. No discharge 
takes place until a balance of depression 
has occurred, with rising engine speed, 
between the Econostat air jet and its petrol 
jet. The size of the air jet determines the 
point at which the Econostat comes into 
operation, and its petrol jet controls the 
quantity of fuel supplied. By careful selec- 
tion of air and petrol jets, it is possible to 
supplement the main petrol mixture from 
a chosen engine speed up to maximum 
r.p.m. The Econostat thus allows the size 
of main jet to be chosen with regard to 
cruising economy, and to avoid over-rich- 
ness at full throttle low r.p.m., since the 
main jet alone is no longer required to 
maintain the necessary mixture strength at 
higher full throttle speeds.

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HEN a country stages its 
national motor show, the main

Car production is a comparitively small 
activity of the Facel Vega organization and 
hitherto, as represented by the HK 500 
and Excellence, which continue un- 
changed, the output of these very potent 
luxury vehicles has been slightly more 
than 200 per annum. The new 114 m.p.h. 
Facellia 1,648 c.c. sports car which will 
sell in France for £1,400 not only fills a 
void which has existed in the French 
scene since the demise of great names like 
Salmson, Bugatti and others, but should 
also be a good export proposition. Very 
sensibly the characteristics of the larger, 


Chrysler-powered cars have been retained, 
particularly in the styling and cockpit lay- 
out. 

The new four-cylinder engine, with 
82mm bore and 78mm stroke, has been 
designed and will be manufactured in their 
aircraft division by Facel Vega. Much of 
the development work on the hemispheri- 
cal cylinder head has been done by Harry 
Weslake, and it is obvious, with the use 
of inverted, directly operating tappets and 
chain-driven, twin overhead camshafts 
that it bears a very close resemblance, par- 
ticularly in respect of valve angles and 
port shapes, to the Jaguar XK engine. A 
very stiff bottom end with a five-bearing 
crankshaft in a cast iron block and crank- 
case, enables the engine to run up to a 
maximum speed of 7,000 r.p.m. With a 
compression ratio of 9.4 to 1 and twin 
downdraught Solex carburettors, maxi- 
mum output of 115 b.h.p. is developed at 
6,400 r.p.m. Powers in the region of 140 
b.h.p. have been achieved experimentally, 
and it is at once apparent that with a 
slight reduction in bore size to bring it 
into the 1,600 c.c. international classifica- 
tion, it will be sought after for competition 
purposes. 

Transmission is by a new all-synchro- 
mesh four-speed Pont-a-Mousson gearbox, 
and a 4.1 to 1 hypoid live rear axle carried 
on half-elliptic leaf springs.

Daimler-Benz have introduced a re- 
styled detachable hard-top for the 190SL 
Roadster.

Paris coincides with the introduction of 
the majority of the new season’s American 
models, samples of which are exhibited by 
Ford, Chrysler and General Motors.

The Falcon is a vertically installed 2,36- 
litre, water-cooled, in line unit; the 
Valiant uses the same formation, but it is 
mounted with the cylinder axes at 30deg 
from the vertical, and has a capacity of 
2.8 litres. Each is front-mounted, and 
transmits its power through a three-speed 
gear box or optionally extra automatic 
transmission to a live rear axle suspended 
on half-elliptic springs. The Chevrolet 
Corvair (fully described in The Autocar 
of 2 October) with its 2.3-litre, flat six, 
air-cooled rear engine is certainly the 
most unorthodox of the three. 

The Falcon and Corvair will be avail- 
able as two- or four-door versions, but the 
Valiant is available only as a four-door 
saloon; incidentally it will have an A.C. 
generator and six silicon-diode rectifiers. 
In overall size and seating capacity these 
new cars are very comparable with the 
average 24-litre British cars. By Ameri- 
can standards the Corvair seems deficient 
of luggage space. Much room is taken up 
by the spare wheel in the front luggage 
trunk, and it would not be possible to 
place even a single large suitcase hori- 
zontally. In this respect alone it may be 
outsold by the equally good-looking 
Falcon and Valiant; the latter is expected 
to sell in the U.S.A. at approximately 200 
dollars less than the cheapest Plymouth in 
the company’s range. 

Among the larger American cars, the 
new Ford Fairlane and Galaxie are notice- 
ably more sober in styling than their com- 
petitors. Rear-end wing treatment is 
similar to that of last year’s Buicks, but 
the most outstanding development is to 
abandon the dog-legged overhung screen 
pillar on all models, except the Thunder- 
bird, which is unchanged for 1960. 

Chrysler Corporation have the stagger- 
ing total of 93 models in the 1960 range 
for Chrysler, Dodge, De Soto and Ply- 
mouth. All feature unitary body con- 
struction and are longer and roomier than 
their predecessors. 

In the economy range for the Dodge 
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Two recognition features for 1960 Citroens are, left: tidied-up rear wing extremity and bumper 
wrapround (ID and DS models) and right: engine compartment cooling air grilles on the DS 


Dart, De Soto and Plymouth there is a 
new 3.7-litre, six-cylinder engine installed 
at 30deg from the vertical, similar to that 
of the new Valiant. All models are fitted 
with new, mechanically operated front 
swivel seats. Each swings round auto- 
matically as the adjacent door reaches the 
end of its open travel, and realigns as it 
is closed. 

General Motors, with much of their 
engineering effort understandably con- 
centrated on the Chevrolet Corvair, and 
being satisfied with the public’s good 
reception of last year’s styling, have been 
content with minor face-lifts for their 
large models. Thus the Chevrolet, Olds- 
mobile, Pontiac and Buick show little 
change. 

French Big Five Programme 


Renault, by far the biggest of France’s 
big five, make much of the attractive 
Floride, which is now to be seen in reason- 
able numbers in the capital. The engine 
developed for this model is now fitted also 
in the Gordini Dauphine. The Floride 
has the option of a three- or four-speed 
box, while the Gordini model has four. 

There are minor changes to the stan- 
dard Dauphine; they include a higher top 
gear ratio (1.035 instead of 1.07), giving 
15.3 m.p.h. per 1,000 r.p.m., and an im- 
proved change mechanism. The main 
talking point of the Dauphines this year 
is the Aerostable suspension, involving 
the use of rubber air bellows at the rear 
to a Gregoire design, as described in The 
Autocar of 11 September. Other improve- 
ments include a 178deg F engine thermo- 
stat,-rear door safety locks, more front 
seat travel, hold-open catches on the door 
stays, and stainless steel for mouldings 
and wheel ornamentation. 

On the fringe of the private-owner 
class of vehicle is the Estafette, an eight- 
seat, forward. control family bus with an 
850 c.c. engine like that of the Dauphine, 
but driving the front wheels. Its empty 
weight is 22cwt. 

The 4 c.v. continues, as previously, the 
cheapest model, costing the equivalent of 
only £310, compared with £431 for the 
Dauphine, £507 for the Austin Seven and 
£580 for the Volkswagen. A sound but 
now dated design, the Frégate is also being 
produced unchanged at a low rate of 
about 100 a day. 

Small but important changes are made 
in Citroen’s DS and ID models, and new 
colours are offered. Hitherto the DS 
model has been —— with low-tension 
ignition, while the ID has the normal H.T. 
type; H.T. is now standardized for both. 
Export DS cars have been provided with 
extra ventilation for the engine compart- 
ment and this, too, has become standard 
on all models in the DS range. As a 
result new, rather conspicuous grilles are 
now to be seen in the tops of the front 
wings. The rear wing extremities, lamps 
and bumper wrap-rounds have been made 


considerably neater on both ID and DS. 
The changes, where appropriate, also 
affect the ingenious estate cars and the 
Prestige model. 

The little 2 c.v., in its eleventh year, 
continues unchanged. Its last changes 
were the provision of a new heater, de- 
froster unit and, in the interests of inter- 
national standardization, 380mm _ (15in) 
wheels replaced 400mm, This car is widely 
referred to as the French minimum auto- 
mobile, and its specification has been 
described, not inappropriately, as four 
wheels and an umbrella. The Sahara 
version of the 2 c.v., with a second engine 
at the back and four- wheel-drive, is still 
a serious special-purpose project. 

From Simcas, as we remarked three 
weeks ago, there is a great variety of body 
styles. By reason of its modest price of 
£466, the new Aronde Etoile is of par- 
ticular interest in France. Latest Aronde 
models have coil as well as leaf springs 
at the rear, and a sunshine roof may be 
specified. Simcas, who now own Talbot- 
Darracq, have produced no cars of this 
name, except for a plastic “ Folly,” built 
by apprentices and powered with a 
Flash Aronde engine. 

Many Frenchmen—and others, too— 
find the 403 Peugeot a very satisfactory 
and desirable 1}-litre saloon. Changes 
for 1960 include the cooling fan with elec- 
tro-magnetic coupling fitted as standard 
equipment instead of as an extra, and 
minor styling changes such as the different 
lettering of the model name. A diesel 
engine may be specified for about £180 
extra, and the Jaeger (Smith’s licence) 
automatic electro-magnetic clutch is 
available on the 403 Grand Luxe. The 
old 203 also has residual appeal because 
of its cheapness—only £5ll—and good 
performance. 

But for Panhard, whose PL 17 has 
already been described and its improved 
front and rear styling illustrated, that is 
the French picture. The Panhard’s per- 
formance is better, thanks to engine 
development and the provision of synchro- 
mesh for the high top gear. The Tigre 
engine, with 20 per cent lighter recipro- 
cating parts, gives 50 h.p. at 6,000 r.p.m., 
as compared with 42 h.p. at 5,000 r.p.m. 
for the standard unit. 


COMMENT AT PARIS 


IN A STATEMENT at the Paris 
Show, Monsieur Jean-Pierre Peugeot, 
President of the Fédération Nationale de 
l’Automobile, spoke of the future of the 
motor industry in France and of the influ- 
ence of taxation and French government 
policy in the Common Market. 

M. Peugeot said that from 1945 until 1958 
the demand for French cars had influenced 
production. The present high level of car 
taxation and the small amount of moncy 
returned to the road fund was putting a

ME: HARRY SPRING, Irish manager 
of BKS Air Transport, Ltd., has 
announced that his company have made 
s 1 application to the Ministry of Transport 
to enable them to operate a vehicle air 
ferry between Liverpool and Dublin. 
It would carry three cars per aircraft, 
accompanied by their drivers and passen- 
gers.

Rootes’ Production Recovery 


PEAKING at the Paris Show Sir 

Reginald Rootes said that although 
the fire at his company’s Ryton factory 
had been very serious the relative damage 
to production was quite small. Some 
200,000 sq ft of buildings had been 
severely damaged; the stores block and 
records had been wiped out. The great 
problem was to replace vast quantities 
of parts for all the cars and for some 
of the Commer vans. 

By Wednesday of last week a working 
stock of everything was already in hand 
again, even if it was stored temporarily 
in marquees; and the production rate was 
already over 50 per cent of the normal 
figure.

French Car Sleepers Continue

8 a.m., from 10 May to 1 October; also 
on Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays 
from 2 April to 7 May and from 4 Octo 
ber to 8 October. 

The Paris-Avignon train will run six 
days a week from 24 June to 24 Septem- 
ber, starting at 10.13 p.m. and arriving 
at 8.30 a.m. 

Timings for the return journeys on 
both routes are similar. Return fares will 
be from £28 to £36 for the car (by length) 
and two passengers, as before. 


Swiss Speed Limits 


AFTER 1 June next year, the name- 
boards of a town or village in Swit- 
zerland will no longer be the automatic 
signal for imposition and cancellation of 
a 60 k.p.h. (37 m.p.h.) speed limit for 
cars. After that date, signs will be 
erected where the speed limit is in force, 
bearing ‘the word in the local language 
for limited speed or end of limited speed. 
In the German-speaking parts of the 
country this will be Hochstgeschwindig- 
keit or Ende der Hochstgeschwindigkeit.

is not released until later in the 

month, but sufficient details have 
been given for this new compact car to 
show that in its technical specification it 
more closely resembles the Ford Falcon 
than the Chevrolet Corvair. Its  six- 
cylinder engine, installed with the cylin- 
der axes at 30deg to the vertical, has a 
bore of 3.40in and stroke of 3.125in, with 
a capacity of 2.8 litres. By American 
standards the compression ratio of 8.6 to 1 
is rather low but, with the emphasis on 
economy, it is designed to run on regular 
grade fuel. 

These engines do not have generators; 
instead alternators are used. The main 
advantage is that an alternator can be 
arranged to produce electrical energy at 
idling speeds, and is claimed to save 
weight. A.C, current must be converted 
to D.C. before it can be used. In the 
past the necessary rectifiers have been 
rather large, but as a result of work on 
guided missiles a new compact silicon 
six-diode unit (which acts like a one-way 
valve) has been evolved. 

Integral construction and four doors 
are used for the body. Front suspension 
with wishbones and torsion bars appears 
to be as orthodox as the live axle and asym- 
metric leaf springs at the rear. The most 
closely guarded secret on the Valiant 
seems to be the rear end styling, and it 


O sees the Chrysler Valiant 
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would appear that a reversion to a falling 
roof line merging with the rear trunk is 
likely to be featured. The wheelbase is 
8ft 10.5in, the wheels have 6.50—13in 
tyres, and the brake sizes are 9X 2.5in 
front and 9 x 2in rear. 


American Motors Programme 


For more than two years, George 
Romney, president of American Motors, 
has proclaimed the virtues of the cornpact 
car and, moreover, his Rambler series has 
enjoyed substantially increased _ sales 
during this period. If he has not con- 
verted the American Big Three to his 
views, at least he has forced each to pro- 
duce an answer in this market. 

For this year, American Motors cars 
continue basically unchanged—the 8ft 4in 
wheelbase American series, the 9ft wheel- 
base Rambler Six and Rebel vee-8 range, 
and the largest, the 9ft 9in wheelbase 
Ambassador—but there are detail changes. 
The most important innovation in the 
American range, which accounted for 25 
per cent of total Rambler production last 
year, is a four-door saloon. The 3.2-litre 
six-cylinder engine develops 90 b.h.p. on 
a compression ratio of 8.0 to 1. Sur- 
prisingly; power steering is being offered 
as an optional extra for 1960. The 
Rambler Six and Rebel models feature 
new sculptured styling, and a new station 
wagon with three additional seats, one

Ford’s Falcon 

The new Falcon is very much in Ford 
tradition (writes Karl Ludvigsen): a 
wholly conventional layout simplified to 
the ultimate servicing ease, and engineered 
more for preduction than product. It is 
far from being a Model T, but the Falcon 
has much of that car’s integrity and

featured integral construction, and experi- 
ence bolstered the decision to integrate the 
Falcon. Initially both two-door and four- 
door bodies will be available, the integral 
construction contributing to the low 
weights of 2,350 and 2,425 lb respectively, 
and improving torsional stiffness. 

By deeply crowning the roof shape, 
Ford body engineers were able to dis- 
pense with the usual support bows, pro- 
viding simultaneously a slim silhouette 
and the maximum in headroom. Seat 
adjustment mechanism is deeply recessed 
in the floor pan, and the seat itself is 
mounted on a light tubular framework. 
At 54.5in, the Falcon is a fraction higher 
than the Valiant and two inches higher 
than the Corvair. 

Front suspension loads are fed directly 
into the cow] structure by coil springs and 
tubular shock absorbers placed high above 
the wishbones. The upper wishbone is 
canted rearward to provide a 35 per cent 
correction for brake dive, while the lower 
wishbone is a composite of a pressed arm 
and a forward-mounted stabilizing strut. 
Ball joints are fitted at top and bottom. 

The recirculating ball steering gear 
gives a 27 to 1 overall ratio, requiring 43 
turns of the wheel from lock to lock. At 
the rear the live axle is supported by five- 
leaf springs, with telescopic dampers. 

Only one set of hypoid gears is avail- 
able for the semi- -floating rear axle, no 
matter what gear box is selected. The 
3.10 to 1 ratio is remarkably high; with 
similar power and weight the Corvair is 
geared at either 3.55 or 3.89 to 1. Ford 
engineers have obviously gone all out to 
obtain long-wearing and economical cruis- 
ing performance, at an inevitable sacrifice 
in low-speed acceleration. Thus far it 
appears to have paid off in a highway 
mileage of 29 to 30 miles per U.S. gallon. 

Piston speed at 60 m.p.h. is likely to 
be among the lowest in the industry be- 
cause of the very short stroke of 2.5in. 
A bore of 3.5in provides the completely 
new six-cylinder engine with a displace- 
ment of 144.3 cu in (2.36 litres). 

Modern foundry techniques were called 
into play to reduce weight without giving 
up cast iron for the head and block. The 
complete engine weighs 345 lb, a remark- 
able reduction from the 525 lb of Ford’s 
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The Rambler American started the trend in compactness

larger six-cylinder engine. In part, this 
was accomplished by abandoning the Ford 
“I-block” construction, the bottom of 
the block now being cut off at the crank- 
shaft centreline. In addition, the intake 
manifold is cast integrally with the iron 
head, and access plates in the side of the 
block are dispensed with. 

In one sense, it is surprising that this 
new in-line Ford engine does not have 
the angled block/head interface adopted 
for all the V8s from this company in 
recent years. The mating plane of the 
rocker-arm cover, however, is angled to 
conform to head structure. 

Resting on 45 deg seats, the valves are 
reasonably sized: 1.467in intake and 
1.266in exhaust. Single coil springs are 
used. 

Intake timing is identical with that of 
G.M.’s Corvair, which has longer exhaust 
timing and more overlap and lift to make 
up for its smaller valves. The camshaft 
is driven by chain from the front of the 
crankshaft. Four micro-babbitt main 
bearings 2.25in dia support the alloy cast- 
iron crank, which has 2.125in connecting- 
rod journals. The I-section rods are 
short and stiff, and the aluminium pistons 
each carry three rings. 

Driven, like the distributor, from the 
camshaft, a Gerotor oil pump sends 
lubricant through the full-flow filter to 
the bearings. A mechanical pump draws 
fuel from the tank for the single-throat

downdraught Holley carburettor, which 
has a bore size of 1.437in. A manual 
choke is fitted. 

Ford rate this engine at 85 b.h.p. at 
4,000 r.p.m. to start with—a modest peak 
that reflects the usable torque range avail- 
able. It is able to rev over 5,000 r.p.m. 

An aluminium bell housing joins the 
engine to the standard iron-cased three- 
speed transmission, which is synchronized 
on the upper two ratios. Low and second 
are 3.29 and 1.75 respectively, while 
reverse is 4.46 to 1. The single-disc 8.5in 
clutch is recessed within the flywheel. 

The rearward extension to the 2.Sin 
drive shaft is of aluminium, as is the entire 
case of the Falcon’s optional two-speed 
automatic box. This takes up the drive 
through 10.25in torque converter with 
a 2.4 to 1 ratio at stall. This is supple- 
mented by a 1.75 to 1 reduction in the 
automatic box and by a 1.50 to 1 reverse. 
With either the standard or the automatic 
gear box, the rear axle ratio is 3.10 to 1, 
giving rather leisurely acceleration through 
the automatic box. Performance with 
standard shift is sprightlier, with 60 
m.p.h. attainabie in second gear. 

Interior and facia are very neatly it not 
lavishly trimmed.

Ferrari’s Rumoured Plans 


Tomorrow at Snetterton 


M.G. Records at Utah 


SEBRING’S United States Grand Prix is 
o be run over 40 laps—not 50, as stated 
n the regulations—of the 5.2-mile air- 
field circuit, making a total of 208 miles; 
it will be run in a clockwise direction. 
The circuit is the one that has been used 
for the 12-hour race since it was first 
held in 1950. In shape, it is a right- 
angled triangle, with a large loop running 
into the infield from one of the corners; 
apart from the principal straight, which 
is a bit more than a mile in length, and 
two other shorter straights, the circuit 
is made up of a variety of fast curves 
and sharp corners. 

As at Monza, tyres are going to be a 
problem—only more so, probably. Be- 
tween now and the race on 12 December, 
therefore, Dunlops (who supply both 
Cooper and Ferrari, main contestants for 
the Drivers’ Championship) will be busy 
developing something to last out the 
race ... for both parties, as it happens. 
From a sentimental point of view, people 
may wonder whether British components 
ought to be used to benefit a competitive 
foreign car; but clearly it is to the credit 
of British manufacturers if their products 
are chosen as the best available. Disc 
brakes are another case in point; last year 
British G.P. cars had them, Ferraris did 
not. For the last two races of the season, 
however, having played about with British 
discs from a privately-owned GT coupé, 
Ferraris were equipped with them—and 
Mike Hawthorn took the Championship. 
Now, it seems, tyres, and tyre wear, may 
be crucial; could last year’s case in point 
be significant ? 


FERRARI’S FUTURE PLANS—as ever, 
at this time of year—are the subject of 
rumour and counter-rumour; every story, 
however, suggests an increasing produc- 
tion of GT cars. The new 850 c.c. Grand 
Tourer seems to have had a bit of diffi- 
culty in getting under way. One of the 
plans was that it should be a joint effort 
between Ferrari, Pinin Farina, and an 
Italian firm called LR.L., but this fell 
through because the ideas of the three 
parties involved could not be reconciled; 
one of the conditions of this set-up was 
that the cars should be produced in un- 
occupied factories already existing at 
Reggio. An alternative plan—that Inno- 
centi should be involved—came to an end 
when this company entered into an agree- 
ment. to produce certain B.M.C. cars in 
Italy.. Just what is happening about the 
850 c.c. GT Ferrari remains a mystery. 

More and more space at Maranello is 
being given over to the development and 
production of the 3-litre Grand Tourers— 
at the expense, it seems, of the racing 
department which, if any of these stories 
are to be ieved, is to be moved to 
Bologna, far trom Ferrari’s machine tools. 
It seers that the factory’s semi-quantity- 
production is to be achieved at the ex- 
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pense of the racing side; the pessimists 
suggest that it may be at the expense of 
dropping the racing department alto- 
gether, though the next formula 1 cars 
are known to have their engines at the 
rear. 


TOMORROW’S MEETING at Snetter- 
ton looks like being first class, and if you 
haven’t already arranged to go you should 
do so. Main event, the 25-lap (67.5 
miles) Silver City Trophy race will be 
for formula 1 and 2; among the formula 
1 entries are Jack Brabham (Cooper- 
Climax), and two B.R.M.s (it is mur- 
mured that one of these may be the 
rear-engined car) to be driven by Ron 
Flockhart and someone else (as yet un- 
announced). Roy Salvadori is down to 
drive the C. T. Atkins Cooper-Maserati, 
and two factory-entered Lotuses will be 
driven by Graham Hill and Innes Ire- 


land; a third formula 1 Lotus will be 
handled by David Piper. Henry Taylor 
will be in the United Racing Team’s 


Cooper, and Chris Bristow will be there 
with the Yeoman Credit Team’s Cooper- 
Borgward, making it a sort of inter-hire- 
purchase-finance-house struggle. 

Apart from these entries, there is talk 
of a new British formula 1 car making 
its debut—also the Tec-Mec, which was 
to have made its initial outing in the 
Italian G.P. Starting time for this event 
will be 3 p.m., and for the three-hour 
sports car race that follows it, 4.30 p.m. 

As is customary, this event will run on 
into the hours of darkness, so British 
crowds will be able to appreciate some- 
thing of the Le Mans atmosphere, when 
the lights go on and the cars settle down 
to the night’s racing ahead of them. 

Race day prices are: admission, 6s 
(children, 3s); all car parks, 5s; paddock 
passes, 10s; stand passes, 10s. The cir- 
cuit is on the main London to Norwich 
road, some 22 miles south of Norwich. 
It was first used on 27 October 1951. 
when the Aston Martin O.C. held a sprint 
meeting; since then constant improve- 
ments have made it one of the foremost 
of British circuits. Lap record stands to 
Brian Naylor’s J.B.W.-Maserati in ]min 
38.2sec (98.98 m.p.h.); it is hoped that at 
this meeting the first 100 m.p.h. lap may 
be achieved. 


ALFRED MOMO, of Briggs Cunning- 
ham’s éguipe, is now distributor for the 
Stanguellini Junior Formula cars in the 
States .. . and Chicago dealer, Harry 
Woodnorth, has the distributorship for 
the Junior Formula Elva. One of the 
three Scarab sports cars built by Lance 
Reventlow has been bought by Bob 
Wilke, whose Leader Card Corporation 
cars won at Indianapolis this year (with 
Rodger Ward driving) and at Monza last 
year (Jim Rathmann at the wheel). Wilke 
intends to run the car in all U.S.A.C. 
Road Racing Division events, probably 


driven by Jim Jeffords. The second car 
is now owned by the Meister Brau 
Brewery, and is being raced by Augie 
Pabst; and the third car—converted for 
road use—has been kept by Reventlow 
himself. 

The organizers of the American Inter- 
national Rally (13 to 17 October) are 
expecting to have at least 135 entries for 
the event; among them will be a team 
of General Motors’ new and revolutionary 
Corvairs (described in last week’s issue 
of The Autocar). The Corvair entry is 
expected to inspire similar team entries 
from Ford and Chrysler. The Rally, 
starting from eight separate points, and 
finishing at Las Vegas, Nevada, will cover 
a 3,200-mile route. 

Ferrari owner Mike Graber has turned 
over his share of the prize money from 
the U.S.A.C. formule libre event at Lime 
Rock to the Snell Foundation—to assist 
with the organization’s research into the 
problems of driver protection. 


RELEASED AFTER their brief stay in 
the Staffordshire Royal Infirmary follow- 
ing their accident on the way down from 
Oulton Park, Stirling and Katie Moss 
were back in their flat in London on 
Wednesday evening last week, Stirling’s 
injuries being limited to a stitched cut 
in the leg, and bruising about the chest; 
Katie—as is so often the case with a front- 
seat passenger—came off worse, with cuts 
and bruises about the face and a cut leg. 
Both were bright and cheerful, the in- 
defatigable Stirling dashing about, attend- 
ing ‘to, this, that and the other. Luckily, 
Chris Bristow, who had been following 
their Mini-Minor some distance astern, 
was quickly on the scene to help sort 
things out and get them to hospital. 


IT LOOKS AS IF this Formula Junior 
class is really getting going over here. 
Apart from the cars which are already 
known to be under construction—Elva, 
Gemini, and Lola—both John Cooper 
and Colin Chapman are building cars. 
Little is known about the Lotus, except 
that it will be “of highly original con- 
ception, and will be available to private 
owners before the opening of the 1960 
racing’ season,” as Colin says in a letter. 
John Cooper’s car is, naturally, rear- 
engined, and—so far as the chassis is 
concerned—looks like a miniature for- 
mula 2 Cooper; the prototype will -be 
finished by the time these words see 
print. It will also be for sale to the 
public, and one—perhaps two—cars will 
be retained by the factory for use by the 
most promising boy (or boys) passing 
through the Cooper Racing Drivers’ 
Training Division. When this training 
school was originally formed it was, of 
course, the intention that the outstanding 
pupils should be given chances of a works 
drive in one or two events; but I think 
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that John Cooper very wisely decided 
that a formula 2 car was a bit of a hand- 
ful in’ which to start someone off. For- 
mula Junior is just the job for them. 


ALL OF US on The Autocar who go to 
sporting events will miss our good friend 
—and my “dreaded rival *"—Rodney 
Walkerley (Grand Vitesse, of The Motor), 
who is retiring after over 30 years as Sports 
Editor. Rodney—and my _ predecessor; 
“Sammy” Davis—were authorities and 
recording agents of the sport, long before 
it became popular and the newspapers 
began to recognize it; in fact, it was from 
the pens of these two that so many of us 
gleaned our motor racing news in pre-war 
years, purveyed in their columns “ The 
Sporting Side,” and “The Sport.” 

Rodney is, in fact, nowhere near retir- 
ing age, but he has decided that a new 
generation of cars and drivers is taking 
the place of the old—and that this is the 
moment to leave it all to a new genera- 
tion of writers. Somehow, after all these 
years, I can’t imagine that he will keep 
away, entirely, from the circuits; nor 
does it seem likely that he will let the ink 
run dry. 





ODD PRINTING schedules due to the 
impending capers at Earls Court, pre- 
vented earlier publication of the results of 
the Coupes de Paris meeting held at 
Montlhéry on 27 September. In the 
1,600 to 3,500 cc. race the 250GT 
Ferraris dropped out for one reason or 
another, leaving Mike Taylor’s 2-litre 
Lotus the winner; it covered the 25 laps 
(97.9 miles) in lhr S5min 25.9sec (89.6 
m.p.h.). Tom Threlfall’s 1,100 c.c. Lotus 
took second place, and brother Chris 
(Christ Threefall, as the authorities had 
it) came third with a 1,100 c.c. Elva. 

In the 500 to 1,600 c.c. GT race, Hicks’ 
1,100 c.c. Lotus took first place, and 
Lefebvre’s similar car second. These two 
did well to beat the Porsche Carreras 
which took third and fourth places. Hicks’ 
Lotus set up fastest lap.

THE BRITISH RACING and Sports 
Car Club is to promote a Junior Saloon 
Car Championship next season; in order 
to be eligible, cars must be four-seater 
saloons (not convertibles) of up to 1,100 
c.c., must be not more than three years 
old, and must be of a catalogued modcl 
of which not fewer than 1,000 have been 
sold. 

The provisional regulations allow con- 
siderable scope for tuning, but cars must 
comply with the following:— 

1. The General €ompetition Rules of

4. Slippery Conditions 


FTER a long, dry spell, the first fall of rain can reduce 
A certain road surfaces to a skating rink—and the longer 
the drought, the more slippery they become. The road 
takes on a coating of summer dust, rubber, and oil; it needs 
only the addition of water to reproduce almost exactly the con- 
ditions on a man-made skid-pan, and these conditions continue 
until the heavier rains have washed away the surface coating 
and the water is again able to seep through the pores. Britain 
has just enjoyed a record number of rainless days; add to this 
the fact that, on many stretches, the autumn leaves are lying 
damp beneath the trees, and you have—next to ice and snow— 
the most slippery conditions to be found. 

Luckily this state of affairs does not usually last for long; 
either the rain stops, and the road dries out, or it continues, and 
washes the “top dressing” away. The trouble is that it may 
catch one unawares; for days, perhaps, one has been making 
the journey to work in ideal conditions, taking a few liberties 
on favourite corners, and confident that in an emergency there 
is ample wheel grip to brake—or accelerate—out of trouble. In 
the changed circumstances, however, it is wise to take things 
easier—follow the next-ahead at an increased distance, use the 
throttle a little more tentatively when the front wheels are not 
pointing directly ahead (the same applies, of course, to the 
brakes).

Sometimes—though, unfortunately,

to detect a slippery surface as soon as the car gets on it. 
of course, are obvious, and when wet are always slippery. In 
towns, wood blocks or pavé can be relied upon to provide 
excitement—and the minimum of grip. There is also a coarse 
type of stone top dressing which, when tarred, presents a surface 
of polished lumps—and which, when wet, provides very little 
grip indeed. It is essential, in these wet-after-dry conditions, 
always to keep an eye on changes in road surface—a habit which 
becomes second nature to travellers on two wheels, but which 
all but the most experienced drivers on four wheels tend to 
overlook. It is also wise, incidentally, to give two-wheelers a 
wider-than-usual berth; their occasional swerves are liable to 
develop into out-of-control slides, and with the great increase 
in popularity of scooters and mopeds, there are a lot of in- 
experienced newcomers on the roads. 

Also at this time of year, it is as well to keep an eye open— 
in the early mornings—for ground frost. This will tend to lie 
in areas of shade where the sun has been prevented from 
penetrating; bridges, too, are likely spots, where the ground has 
been chilled from above and below. Because of the general 
warmth of the ground following the long, hot summer, the 
frost will tend to thaw quickly. 

It goes without saying, of course, that bald, or badly worn, 
tyres—which migh: feel safe enough in the dry conditions of 
summer—should be replaced. Apart from being illegal, bald 
tyres—particularly on the front wheels—will produce situations 
with which even the most skilled drivers in the world would 
have difficulty in coping. 








The Sport 


1 DOUBT if any motor racing crowd has 
been much better entertained this season 
than at Brands Hatch last Sunday. The 
B.R.S.C.C., for its final meeting of the 
year (save, of course, for the Christmas 
“do”), provided a good programme of 
events, and a first-class entry for them. 
A formule libre event developed in- 
to a tremendous scrap between David 
Piper’s Lotus and Mike McKee’s Cooper. 
Piper led at first, but on lap 6 McKee 
squeezed past through Kidney Bend, but 
held his precarious lead only until lap 1], 
when he spun at Druid’s, leaving Piper 
to win by only 2.4sec. Piper’ s fastest lap 
constitutes a new formula 1 record of 
58.2sec (76.70 m.p.h.). 

At present, Elva is the predominating 
name in Formula Junior racing in this 
country, and they took first four places in 
the first real British event for this class. 
McKee’s factory car came first, but the 
second factory entry, powered by a modi- 
fied Hillman Minx engine and driven by 
Chris Threlfall, was disappointingly slow. 
In the final event—a challenge race be- 
tween formula 3 and Formula Junior—the 
500 c.c. cars showed that they still have 
the upper hand—at least on this circuit— 
though only by the odd second a lap. 
Tommy Bridger won the race (he had won 
the World Sports Trophy earlier in the 


afternoon), and Dick de _ Selincourt 
finished third in the first of the Junior 
cars. 

Graham Hill scored a comfortable win 
in the 1,100 c.c. sports car race, but the 
Touring Car event that followed left the 
crowd absolutely breathless. For the first 
few laps there was scarcely more than 
five lengths between the first and sixth 
cars; then the field sorted itself out a bit, 
with Leston and Hutcheson (Riley One- 
Point-Fives), and Blydenstein’s Borgward, 
in front. When the Borgward dropped 
its fan belt the two Rileys appeared set for 
an easy win—until that remarkable yellow 
Austin A.35 of Team Speedwell, driven by 
Graham Hill, started to challenge. As they 
went into the final lap the three cars 
crossed the line simultaneously; into 
Druid’s the order was still Riley, Riley, 
Austin; but the crowds in the stand rose 
to their feet and cheered when the yellow 
Austin reappeared from behind the trees 
leading the trio, and held this position to 
the finish. 


UNDISPUTED WINNER of the for- 
mula 2 race at the Coupes du Salon meet- 
ing at Montlhéry last Sunday was Harry 
Schell’s Cooper-Climax, which led from 
start to finish, setting up a new formula 2 
lap record. Lucien Bianchi’s Cooper 
looked like providing some opposition 
until he locked all four wheels on the way 
into the hairpin and dropped back, sub- 
sequently retiring. Jack Lewis’ Cooper 
took second place after an uneventful 
race; Campbell-Jones’ Cooper finished 
third with no brakes, and Henry Taylor’s 


similar car followed him home—without 
a gear-lever; only five cars finished, 
Coulomb’s Cooper taking fifth place. 

Much more interest was provided by 
the Grand Touring event—which started 
25 minutes late, Schild’s 250GT Ferrari 
took the lead at the start, followed at a 
respectful distance by two other 250GTs, 
which were shortly to retire. Bob Hicks, 
running-in his Lotus after working all 
night on the car, let Lefebvre’s Lotus 
“tow” him round until the final lap, 
when he pulled ahead to take second 
place. A trio of Porsches occupied the 
next three places—after a race-long battle 
with a Zagato-bodied A.C., which ran out 
of fuel only three laps from the end, and 
Hanson’s Austin-Healey, which also re- 
tired. An excellent performance was put 
up by Williamson’s Alexander-converted 
Austin-Healey Sprite, which took 13th 
place overall, and won the 1,000 c.c. 
class. This car, incidentally, was fitted 
with the same gn wag with 
seals—that had been used by Williamson 
and Hicks in their class-winning Austin 
A.40 in the Tour de France, just over a 
week before. It says a lot for the reliabi- 
lity of this unit that it should have sur- 
vived the 3,500 miles of the Tour, and 
then raced at Montlhéry.

MGA 1600 is a direct successor to the MGA which, in 

its comparatively short existence, has become one of the 
most popular sports cars not only in England but also 
abroad. Indeed, as a dollar earner there are few cars which 
have done better. This new MGA is virtually identical 
except for an increase in engine capacity, the adoption of 
disc brakes at the front, and minor restyling attention to the 
body, including little 1600 motifs secured at either side near 
the bonnet louvres and on the boot lid. 

With an engine capacity of 1,588 c.c. in piace of 1,489 c.c., 
the gross power has been raised from 72 b.h.p. at 5,500 
r.p.m. to 79.5 b.h.p. at 5,600 r.p.m. The effect of this in- 
crease is apparent as soon as One starts to drive the car, and 
there is no need of a stop-watch for evidence of the enhanced 
performance. Acceleration figures have improved over 
those of the previous model, and this is particularly notice- 
able in top gear at the higher cruising speeds. The figure 
for 50-70 m.p.h. in top gear has improved by almost 2sec, 
and the 60-80 m.p.h. figure by over 3sec. The car is capable 
of holding a genuine 100 m.p.h., but after several flat-out 
laps on a high-speed circuit it was noticed that the oil 
pressure was gradually dropping. 

At 80 m.p.h., which appears very quickly on the quite 
accurate speedometer, the car moves happily at a natural 
and comfortable gait. There was a tendency for the engine 
of the test car to become rough and to vibrate at about 5,000 
r.p.m., but if the throttle pedal was held down this dis- 
appeared as engine speed continued to mount. Members 
of the staff with experience of the previous MGA feel the 
more powerful engine to be rather more noisy and harsh. 
This is unlikely to deter the true sports car enthusiast; nor 
is the exhaust note. While not obtrusive at lower engine 
speeds, at 4,000 r.p.m. and above it is, perhaps, a little loud 
for town use, although the occupants of the car do not suffer 
from this so much as onlookers. 

One of the greatest advantages of the new MGA is that 
the increased power has improved the flexibility of the 
engine, and where previously one had to use first and second 
while crawling in heavy traffic, one can now employ second 
and third gears quite comfortably. In fact, it was found that 
the car would pull away from under 10 m.p.h. in top gear, 
though, of course, it is unlikely that any driver of this type 
of car would do so. 

One has to pay a price for these various benefits in 
slightly greater fuel consumption—24 m.p.g. overall for the 
1,590 miles of the test. A gentle touring consumption which

increased in capacity by 82 c.c. and in power by 7.5 b.h.p., the 1600 
MGA engine appears identical with its predecessor 
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involved keeping the speed below 60 m.p.h. and avoiding 
high engine speeds in the intermediate gears returned a 
figure better than 31 m.p.g. During the test the car used 
three pints of engine oil, and the radiator needed consider- 
able topping-up on two occasions. 

When the car was delivered, the gear box proved to be 
extremely stiff; quite often it was necessary to employ both 
hands to engage reverse gear, and more effort than expected 
was required to select the other gears. Towards the end 
of the test, however, the movement had freed itself quite 
considerably, and it was obvious that in a thousand miles 
or so this would be a pleasant box to manipulate. Ratios 
are the same as those on the 1500 MGA, and one gained the 
impression that this car could have coped adequately with 
a slightly higher final drive ratio. Smooth to operate, the 
hydraulically actuated clutch could contend comfortably with 
violent acceleration from a standstill with a minimum of 
slip. 

While our previous experience of the MGA left us in 
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slight doubt about the adequacy of the brakes relative to 
maximum performance, there is no doubt that the brakes 
of the 1600 are of a very high standard indeed. With Lock- 
heed discs on thé front and 10in drums on the rear, the car 
can be stopped repeatedly from its high cruising speeds very 
quickly without any trace of fade or loss of directional 
stability. For a maximum retardation stop a fair amount 
of pedal pressure is needed, but a mean efficiency of 98 per 
cent, without any tendency for the wheels to lock, is highly 
commendable. The comparatively high pedal loads arise 
because the braking system is not provided with servo assist- 
ance. The hand brake, of the fly-off type, is also powerful 
and held the car without trouble on a | in 3 gradient, from 
which incline the car moved away with plenty of power in 
hand. 

By modern standards the suspension must be considered 
firm; on smooth roads this is, of course, no disadvantage, 
and the car could be really hurtled into corners, when it 
would go round with minimum fuss, sitting squarely on the 
road and feeling very safe and controllable during the whole 
performance. This did not apply on rougher surfaces, 
however, and a feeling that the wheels were hopping and 
jumping, accompanied by intermittent tyre squeal, indicated 
that the tyres were not maintaining fuli contact with the 
road. With standard tyre pressures there was some over- 
steer, but an increase in the rear pressures reduced this to 
a bare trace at the sacrifice of a little ride comfort. The 
steering—rack and pinion—had little self-centring action, 
but was commendably direct and precise. A degree of road 
shock was transmitted to the driver through the steering.

Body alterations centre round the restyling of the side, 
tail and turn indicator lights in order to bring them into 
conformity with new regulations in this country. The 
flasher lights on the front have been coloured amber, while 
at the rear the wing light units have been changed so that 
the turn indicators and rear lights are separate. 

Side screens are now of the sliding panel type, and the 
manufacturers claim that these, with the hood up, give as 
much protection as a saloon car body. During the period 
that this car was on test the weather remained very fine and 
sunny, so that it was never possible to ascertain if rain would 
enter through the largish gap between the body and the 
leading lower edge of the side screen. A series of pastel 
shades of paintwork is available for the 1600; the test car 
was finished in an attractive beige called Alamo. 

Since no alterations have been made to the interior, much 
of what had been said before still applies—the space pro- 
vided inside is still cramped for a car of its dimensions. 
Well upholstered, leather-trimmed seats give moderately 
good support, and only for a very slim person is there any 
possibility of being insufficiently braced. A grab handle, 
incorporated in the windscreen mount, is provided for the 
passenger. An average-sized person found that he needed 
the driving seat in the fully back position to be comfortable, 
so that even with an adjustable stéering wheel a tall person 
never seemed really at home in-the driving position, his 
arms being bent considerably at.the elbow. A fairly tall 
driver, however, has the advantage that his view of the near- 
side wing is unobscured by the centrally mounted driving 
mirror. Gear change lever and handbrake are conveniently 

, placed, but the facia-mounted horn 
button—old M.G. practice—is not 
always found when needed suddenly. 
Also it is unusual today to find the 
ignition switch not incorporated with 
the starter control. 

Mounied rather high, the dip switch 
needed a full stretch of the foot to 
operate, and the main beam warning 
light was obscured by the steering 
wheel. For normal cruising speeds 
the head lamps are entirely adequate, 
but if one were in a hurry more power- 
ful beams would be desirable. The 
commodious door pockets are entirely 
adequate for all the odds and ends that 
normally find their way into motor 
cars, but it is a pity when manufac- 
turers do not provide in an open car 
which cannot be locked up, a thief- 
proof facia compartment. On the M.G. 
this facia space was occupied by a radio; 
although pleasant at town speeds, the

there is a map-reading light 
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set became practically inaudible as one accelerated away 
from speed limits. Wind noise on this car was marked 
when in open form, but became an irritating roar with the 
hood up; in the latter trim, visibility was not greatly 
restricted. 

One person can erect the hood, but it is much easier for 
two; even then it is wise to anticipate rain if one is not to 
get wet. With hood and sidescreens stowed behind the seats 
it was rather difficult to reach the boot catch. Much of the 
small boot capacity is taken up by the spare wheel and tool 
roll—a flattish suitcase and an air travel bag are about the

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limit for stowable baggage, and they would have to be taken 
Out to get to the spare wheel. 

A quick glance beneath the bonnet would not encourage 
the private owner to carry Out minor adjustments himself, 
but in fact most of the components which might need servic- 
ing or adjustment are fairly accessible. 

The M.G., with its powerful, responsive engine, combined 
with a moderately heavy but low-slung chassis, adequate 
steering and superlative brakes, and without any little vices 
or unpredictable traits in behaviour, maintains the traditional 
high standards of performance and safety of the marque.

tainly the heroic days of motor racing! 

The year 1935 was probably his most 
successful; he won the Grands Prix of 
France, Switzerland, Belgium, Spain, and 
Tripoli, as well as finishing first in the 
Eifelrennen. He became German and 
European Champion that year. In 1936 
Mercedes were in trouble with their cars, 
Rudi winning only the Monaco and Tunis 
races, but he established a World Record 
for the flying mile at 227 m.p.h., driving 
what amounted to a streamlined Grand 
Prix car, With the huge W.125 cars in 
1937, he won the German, Swiss, Czecho- 
slovakian and Italian Grands Prix, and 
took second places at Monaco and the 
Eifelrennen; again he won the German 
and European Championships. In the 
following year he set up new World 
Records with the big cars, covering the 
flying mile at 268 m.p.h. He also won 
the Swiss G.P. and the Coppa Acerbo, 
driving the current, supercharged 3-litre 
G.P. Mercedes. 

During the war he refused to fight 
against Britain, taking up residence in 
Switzerland, and Swiss nationality, stead- 
fastly wearing the British Racing Drivers’ 
Club badge on the front of his car 
throughout the conflict, 

Five times European Champion, once 
European Hill-Climb Champion, Carac- 
ciola was quiet both in his driving end 
in his appearance. In wet or rainy ccn- 


the greatest racing drivers of all 

time, dlied last week in a clinic at 
Kassell, Germany. aged only 58. Yet it 
seems only a few days ago that I was 
talking to him in London about accidents 
in motor racing—* It’s because they go so 
fast through the corners,” he said. “All 
the modern G.P. cars have more or less 
equal performances on the straights; it is 
on the corners that the vital seconds are 
made up. In our time we used to do all 
our racing on the straights, burbling 
through the corners at quite reasonable 
speeds.” 

They may have seemed reasonable 
speeds to Rudi, but to spectators his 650 
b.h.p., W.125 Mercedes-Benz, capable of 
200 m.p.h, with suitable gearing, repre- 
sented the zenith of Grand Prix racing 
in spectacle, size, and power. His racing 
career extended over some 30 years—all 
of it, except in 1932 when he drove Alfa 
Romeo, with Mercedes-Benz. Motor 
racing being less widely known in those 
days than it is now, his name meant little 
in this country until he wen the Tourist 
Trophy in 1929 in the pouring rain— 
driving a supercharged 7-litre SS38-250 
Mercedes-Benz. The most highly de- 
veloped example of this produced over 
300 b.h.p., and won a race at Avus in 
1932 at 120 m.p.h., reaching almost 160

Inci- 
dentally, this was the last German win 
before the uninterrupted run of Italian 
victories was ended by Moss’ Mercedes- 
Benz success in 1955 (I do not include 
von Hanstein’s BMW victory in - the 
austerity Mille Miglia of 1940). Driving 
a 300SL at Berne the same year, he again 
crashed, seriously injuring his other leg. 
Though he had already half decided to 
give up at the end of the season, this 
decided him, and he returned to his 
adopted country of Switzerland.

Continental Comment and Experiment 

Radiator Pressurized With Clothes Peg. I recently returned 
ifter five weeks spent in Switzerland, Italy and France, and 
although I seem to be almost unique in owning a car of pre 
1958 vintage, my experience may be of some interest. 

My family of five, all but one of adult stature, with conse- 
quent baggage—and the “kitchen stove”—were carried with 
comfort in my 1950 Six-Eighty Wolseley. We cruised across 
France at a comfortable 60, with an occasional burst up to an 
indicated 80, and succeeded in passing the odd motor coach 
ind quite frequently, the popular 2 c.v. Citroen; everything else 
passed us! After a while, I began to wonder what curious and 
fatal urge it could be that impelled the French, the German, 
the Belgian, the Swiss and my own countrymen always to wish 
to be ahead of the man in front. No speed limit, nor the 
presence of the traffic police, could stem the rush, and the 
only too frequent evidence by the roadside proved the necessity 
of doing so. So much for the much-praised Continental driver! 
I find him discourteous, noisy and dangerous, and believe that 
he is driving cars far too fast for his temperament or even 
capabilities, and most certainly for his roads. 

Although in England and even driving fast across France, I

cannot raise the water temperature above 80 deg C, my first 
climb to Rosenlaui soon had the water boiling. My Six-Eighty 
has the pre-pressurized radiator and also one that loses water 
rather easily, because of surging, so I bought a length of rubber 
tubing and attached one end to the overflow pipe. The other 
end, or rather one loop, I carried above the height of the 
header tank and so prevented loss by surging. This, however, 
did nothing to raise the boiling point of the water, and by the 
time I had climbed the Grimsel and St. Gotthard passes in 
scorching weather, I was rather tired of topping up the tank 
after the seemingly interminable waits for the engine to cool. 

I decided, then, to improvise a pressurized system and, by 
using a spring clothes peg on the tubing, aided by rubber bands, 
soon succeeded. A little experimenting with the tightness of the 
bands soon showed me that I could allow the expanding water 
to escape while raising the boiling point to over 100 deg C by 
my thermometer. This system was so successful that I ran for 
another three weeks, climbing five major passes and many many 
times ascending to four or five thousand feet, without having to 
add more than a pint or so of water, and certainly without 
having to stop on any mountain pass.

Party Politics 


Roads Campaign Council Criticisms. It seems a great pity 
that the enterprise your publication displayed in broaching road 
questions with the three major political parties has not been 
equalled by the parties in their replies to Questions No. 4 (road 
expenditure) and No. 6 (the parking problem). Although I am 
writing at a time when the Election has been decided, the roads 
issue is not something which can be dismissed in a brief five- 
week period of electioneering. It is a problem which will stay 
with us for the rest of our lives, unless radical answers are pro- 
vided today. 

In particular, I should like to take issue with each party on 
Questions 4 and 6. In the first case the Labour Party has not 
answered either question. Regarding the Conservative claim to 
double the expenditure from Central Government funds for the 
past five years in the period ending 1965, this is a facile way of 
glossing over the fact that average road expenditure per annum 
over the last five years has been approximately £20.5 million. 
To double this to £41 million per annum is no answer. On 
Question 6, regarding the Conservative answer, the enforcement 
of parking regulations via parking meters is a useless remedy 
unless multi-storey garages capable of accepting the majority 
of vehicles now and in the future are constructed and available 
to the ordinary motorist, at rates per day that he can easily afford. 

The Liberals, on Question 4 at least, show more imagina- 
tion when they talk of spending £75 million a year on road 
construction and improvements. According to the experts we 
would need to double this figure to escape the quandary which 
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confounds us today. On Question 6, the Liberals are to be 
congratulated on realizing that multi-storey garages must be 
married to parking meters in this mid-20th century British 
community. The Election is over but the roads question be- 
comes stronger as each new vehicle comes on to the highways. 
It must be answered.

Variations in Colour? Like your correspondent, P. N. J. A. R 
25 September), [ have been watching this problem with interest 
for some years. The first three-letter index I saw—also from 
Staffordshire—was in October 1932; and the system of placing 
letters after figures, by my observation, was adopted in the 
following order: 

1, Middlesex and Staffordshire—June 1952; 3, Essex—July 
1954; 4, Smethwick—November 1955; 5, Surrey—February 1956 

Three other authorities—Chester, Darlington and Derbyshire 
—followed in the next month, and five more before the end of 
1956. Some of these, of course, have more letters to play 
with than others; and Middlesex (having had a lot of fun with 
the letters MG) certainly has some two-letter variants in 
reserve. 

You ask for ideas. Traditionally the most legible contrast 
is black and yellow; and the easiest solution may well be to 
restart the whole series from scratch (E 1, Hl, etc.) in these 
or other distinctive colours. W. W. McLELLANn

Two Possibilities. If the new system must be a mere exten 
sion of the present one, an extra letter should be placed in front 
of the present (normal) three, in association with either two 
or three numerals. This system would give approximately two 
or approximately ten times, respectively, more combinations than 
the present one. It is, however, inevitable that such a system 
would itself become exhausted unless (a) registrations were 
re-issued when relinquished, and possibly (b) three numerals 
were used. 

If we can start with a clean plate (and I think it desirable to 
do so), I would entreat the Ministry of Transport to adopt a 
more rational system than the present. I suggest a system 
similar to the Italian one, e.g., the first car registered by the 
L.C.C. to the new system to be Lon 1, and so on up through 
Lon 1,000,000. The advantages of this system are (a) that the 
registration origin of the car is obvious and (b) that the system 
has a theoretically infinite number of combinations. If it were 
considered that the long numbers would take too long to read, 
a variation of the above incorporating the year of issue might be 
used, e.g., Lon 123456—60, would be the 123,456th registration 
issued by the L.C.C. in 1960; this would, incidentally, be of value 
to second-hand car buyers.

LTHOUGH Hydrosteer, Ltd.—a 
A division of Cam Gears of Luton— 
already produce power-assisted 
steering equipment for cars as well as for 
commercial vehicles, they have been 
developing a new design in which the 
hydraulic operation is contained entirely 
within the steering box, and this has now 
reached the pre-production stage. Pre- 
viously their designs have embodied an 
hydraulic cylinder connected externally 
between a point on the chassis and the 
steering linkage. 
This new integral servo steering’ is 
remarkably neat and compact, the whole 
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unit being only a little larger than the 
normal manual steering box. As can be 
seen from the cutaway drawing, the usual 
cam-and-lever steering mechanism is 
retained. Surrounding the cam is a piston, 
working in a steel sleeve pressed into the 
light alloy steering gear housing. Thrust 
from this piston is transmitted to the lever 
by means of a sleeve surrounding the cam 
follower, having a spherical seating where 
it engages with a hole in the piston skirt. 

Oil is supplied under pressure from a 
Hobourn-Eaton pump, belt driven from 
the engine; this is a new vane-type unit 
with rollers at the contacting surfaces, and 
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draws its supply from a tank. Oil enters 
the steering gear housing at the upper end, 
at which point a spool-type valve is fitted 
2round the end of the cam, the connection 
between cam and valve being made by 
means of a ball race. 

Movements of the steering wheel cause 
a reaction between cam and follower, the 
cam tending to be moved axially upwards 
or downwards depending upon the direc- 
tion of rotation of the wheel. This reac- 
tion results in a corresponding movement 
of the valve spool which, by overcoming 
the resistance of a washer-type spring, 
causes a lip on the spool to contact one or 
other of the valve seals facing each end 
of the spool. 

The diagrams of oil flow show the 
sequence of operations when the steering 
is turned to left and right, directing oil 
under pressure from the pump to one or 
ether side of the operating piston, the 
resulting thrust acting on the rocker to 
supplement the driver’s effort. When one 
side of the piston is subjected to pressure, 
the other side is opened to the oil return 
passage connected to the tank. Oil used 
to operate the piston also fills the interior 
of the steering and serves as a lubricant. 

An important advantage of this design 
is that the very close fits usually asso- 
ciated with power steering valves are not 
required between the valve spool and 
housing, and the possibility of dirt causing 
jamming is substantially reduced. Also, 
the washer-shaped springs have a very 
high rate and thus produce a smooth 
input-output curve (below left). 

By the choice of suitable valve areas, 
hydraulic force added to spring load tends 
to return the valve to its neutral position, 
thereby helping to give a progressive feel 
to the steering assistance. The valve seals 
themselves are of interest in that they con- 
sist of thin polytetrafluorethylene-treated 
rings, backed by round-section rubber 
seals fitting in machined recesses, 

Hydraulic assistance is dependent, of 
course, on the initial effort applied by the 
driver to the steering wheel, and not 
directly on the amount it is moved. If 
steering resistance is very small—such as 
when driving on ice—power assistance, 
not required in these circumstances, does 
not come into operation.

An advantage of a Cam Gears design of 
steering box is that the reduction ratio 
can be varied at any chosen position be- 
tween steering locks. Hence, in a manual 
steering box higher (more direct) gear- 
ing may be arranged for that part of the 
movement a short. distance on either side 
of the straight-ahead position (where loads 
are light), changing to lower gearing to- 
wards full lock, to make low-speed 
manceuvring easier. With the power 
assistance, however, steering on full lock 
is never heavy (it is possible to turn the 
wheels readily with the car stationary), and 
the gearing can be arranged to become 
higher as full lock is approached, thereby

been employed in commercial vehicles for 
some years.

Some technical details 

The continuous detector, known as Pyrocord and widely used on light aircraft 
installations, consists of a steel capillary tube housing a pyrotechnic cord. If any 
part of the engine becomes excessively hot, or if flame breaks out, the cord ignites 
and the pressure rise in the capillary tube actuates a flame switch lighting up the 
warning lamp. 

The extinguishing system comprises two spray nozzles mounted at the front of the 
engine compartment on each side of the engine and connected by flexible pipes to a 
7lib. chlorobromomethane bottle which, on operation of the push-button, is discharged 
automatically by an electrically-fired explosive cartridge. The bottle is mounted on 
the left of the driver, on the rear of the wheel arch. On the right of the driver is a 
miniature lead-acid 6 volt battery to supply the necessary power for the warning and 


extinguishing circuits.
